ADDENDUM TO EXTEND MEMORANDUM OF AGREEMENT

By signing this addendum, each party represents it is fully authorized to enter into this addendum, 
accepts the terms, responsibilities, obligations, and limitations of this addendum, and agrees to be 
bound thereto to the fullest extent allowed by law. This addendum is effective upon signature by both 
parties.

In accordance with its responsibility to provide programmatic oversight of the 287(g) Program, 
U.S. Immigration and Customs Enforcement (ICE) recently reviewed existing 287(g) Memoranda of 
Agreement (MOA) that expire in Fiscal Year 2019 to determine which agreements need to be renewed. 
The review included an analysis of several factors, including implementing the January 25,2017 
Presidential Executive Order titled “Border Security and Immigration Enforcement Improvements. ” 

After a careful review of all the relevant information, ICE has determined that the 287(g) Program with 
Arizona Department of Corrections should continue. Accordingly, a new MOA will need to be signed. 

As the new MOA is currently undergoing revision, ICE would like to extend your current MOA 
until June 30, 2020. If you wish to continue your current 287(g) partnership, please sign the attached 
Addendum to Extend Memorandum of Agreement and return it to ICE. To ensure that the federal 
immigration enforcement authority delegated to your agency under the existing MOA does not lapse, ICE 
must receive an emailed copy of the signed extension addendum no later than May 31,2019. The original 
signed copy should be sent via regular mail.
